3 WASHINGTON, May 16.—In a 
j smashing. blow at the hydro-elec- 
tric power trust) the House today 
passed the Norris-Morin bill for 
‘Government operation Of Muscle 
™@ | Shoals, by the overwhelming vote 
of 251 to 165. 

This measure, ag passed by the 
House, creates a corporation cap- 
italized at $10,000,000 to produce 
and’ sell clec.rical power and fix- 
eq nitrogen. 

Provisions in the measure, as 
recorded by the House Military 
Affairs committee, for manufac- 
ture and sale of fertilizer, were 
eliminated, 112 to 75. 

Thus the private fer.ilizer pro- 
ducers scored a major victory in 
keeping the government out of the 
manufacture and sale of fertili- 
ter, while at the same time ob- 
taining authorization for produc- 


tion of fixed nitrogen, which the r ee
